The doc­ 
tors were to pay an initiation fee o? 
$10 and $1 a year du‘*s and furnish a 
list of their patrons to the 'allianr** 
Th*- agents vv*'iit among the patrons 
of the physicians and induced many 
of them to become members of the al­ 
liance by paving an initiation fee of 
$1 and weekly payments of 15 cents 
in return the patrons were promised 
fiee medical attention. 
The m erchants were next visited 
and induc<*d to become members on 
the payment of $2, upon their agree­ 
ment to allow the patrons of the alli­ 
ance a discount of 5 per cent on arti­ 
cles furnished. 
"Th*' 
Medical 
Alli­ 
ance" also issued policies for the pay 
ment of death benefits. 
About 15,000 
was secured here by the men. 
L etters have been w ritten to the

CHOCOLATE IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Bureau of Agriculture Furnish Inter­ 
esting Statistics on Growing of 
Cacao in the Archipelago. 


W ashington, March 16.—The Phil 
ippine bureau of agriculture bulletin 
on cacao 
culture m the Philippine 
islands says: 
The cacao grown in the Philippines 
it of such excellent quality that there 
if keen rivalry among buyers to pro­ 
cure it at an advance of quite 50 per 
c< nt over the common *>xport grades 
of the JavA bean, notw ithstanding the 
failure on »he part of the local grower 
to "process” or cure the product in 
any way. 
In parts of Mindanao and 
Negros, despite ill-treatm ent and no 
treatm ent, the plant exhibits a lux­ 
uriance of growth and wealth of pro­ 
ductiveness >hat dem onstrates its en­ 
tire fitness to be considered a valua 
hie crop in those regions. 
Recent statistics place the world’s 
demand for cacao t exclusive of local 
consumption) at 200,000,000 
pounds, 
valued at more than J30.000.000 gold. 
There is. therefore, little danger of 
overproduction and consequent 
low 
prices for many years to come. 
So 
far as known tho areas where cacao 
prospers in the great equatorial zone 
are small. 
Cacao is cultivated nearly 
everywhere in the archipelago. 
It is 
grown in several provinces in Luzon, 
in Mindanao, 
Jolo 
Hasilan, Panay, 
Negros. Cebu. Bohol and M asbateand 
its presence can be reasonably pre­ 
dicted upon all larger 
islands any­ 
where under an elevation of 1.000 or 
possibly 1,200 m etres 
The bulletin 
gives a great deal of detailed inform a­ 
tion respecting the planting, cultiva­ 
tion and harvesting of cacao crops.

W ashington. March 16.—The Post 
says: 
"It Is announced that Mr. Jam es N 
Tyner, assistant attorney general for 
the postofflce department, will be re­ 
quested in the near future to tender 
his resignation, but the announcem ent 
is accompanied 
with the statem ent 
that this action will havo 110 bearing 
on the complaint filed with the presl- 
d* nt by T. C. Campbell, of Cincinnati, 
an attorney representing several of 
the turf concerns w hose affairs re­ 
cently have been aired in the courts. 
Mr Tyner is incapacitated by illness 
from performing his duties of his of 
tice and it is said his resignation will 
be requested solely on that account. 
Mr. Tyner Is 77 years of age and suf 
ferod a stroke of paralysis last July 
and In December had a relapse. 
"Mr Tyner denounces 
a s . absurd 
and ridiculous the charges that there 
as wrongdoing in connection with 
decisions by his office respecting the 
right of ’turf investm ent com panies’ 
to use the mails. 
The matter, he said. 
as taken up on the report of an in­ 
spector and disposed of as hundreds 
of other cases are. 
No evidence was 
submitted with the inspector’s report 
showing that the concerns were either 
lotteries or frauds, and under the law 
the department had no right to inter- 
fere.** 
The Post also will 
say that Mr. 
Tyner admitted that Harrison J. Bar­ 
rett. his nephew by marriage 
and 
formerly his assistant in the law di 
vision of the postoffice department 
against whom charges had been filed 
with a view of his disbarment from 
practice before the departm ents, ha-J 
represented as an attorney one of the 
turf Investment concerns In the m at­ 
ter of mall privileges, but said it was 
after Barrett had severed his connec­ 
tion with the department. 
He also 
said Barrett had rendered legal ser­ 
vices to a number of the "bond invest­ 
ment com panies.” as to the legality 
of which the latter had written an 
official opinion while still in the post- 
office department. 
This service also 
w as rendered after Barrett had loft 
the department. 
The opinion 
pr*q>arcd by Barrett 
declared that the bond concerns a-» 
organized were In violation of law and 
not entitled to mail privileges, but to 
the opinion was attached an appendix 
stating that by certain 
changes in 
their by-laws and In the wording of 
their literature they could be admit 
ted to the mails. 
This appendix. Mr 
Tyner said, was not vwitten by Bar 
reft, but by Postm aster General Smith 
The department had official knowledge 
of more than 500 of these concerns 
and the capital involved was estim at­ 
ed at $50,000,000 
It was the opinion 
of Mr Smith and other officials of the 
department that the business should 
not be crushed out tf it could be made 
legal, and such an eminent lawyer as 
John Q. Carlisle had appeared before 
the department in behalf of the con 
cerns.
